Senator Borah’s expression was in the form of a cabled reply 
to an inquiry by Americans living in China. The message follows: 
_, <“Igeen no reason why the United States should be drawn into 
any controversy or conflict with Chinese authorities or the Chinese | 
people. Doubtless the situation, as you say, is serious, but not 
serious-by reason of any acts or policies of the United States, and 
it is not to be presumed that we will be drawn into controversies of 
other powets, _ 

“The United States has not evinced any imperialistic designs 
‘n China, atid I venture to believe that the American people as a 
whole would like to see the national rights and interests of China 
fully. respected. Personally I would favor the withdrawal of ex- 
tvaterritérial rights in China as speedily as practicable and a policy 
adopted by all which would respect the territorial integrity and na- 
tonab- nights of a great people. J

April Is Banner 
Building Month Of 
Year, Report Shows 


The annual report of City Build- 
|ing Inspector E. E. Grow shows that 
the total valuation of buildings erect- 
;ed in» Richmond during the fiscal 
year 1924-25 amounted to $1,045,770. 
The number of building permits 
‘issued during the year totalled 496, 
while the electrical permits granted 
numbered 305. 

Three public buildings valued at 
$108,500 were erected during the past 
year, and 25 business buildings were 
constructed at a cost of $236,150. The 
new homes, numbering 144, had a 
valuation of $526,470, while 5 art- 
ments were erected at un outlay of 
$64,230. 

The total valuation for the past 
year was $26,154 less than the build- 
ing valuation for the year 1923-24.

Bud Chandler is only 19 years of 
age. He is the son of A. E. Chandler | 
an attorney in the Balboa building, | 
and his home is at 2619 Beveanue 
avenue, Berkeley.

RECORD-HERALD. 

Chandler won the national inter- 
collegiate singles title in his recent 
Play and in the tournaments he has 
participated in since then has im- 
pressed the tennis experts that the 
winning was not a lucky one. It 
was Chandiler’s defeat of Wallace 
F. Johnson, No. 6 in the national 
ranking last year, at the Nassau 
Country Club, Long Island, that caus- 
ed the Eastern expert to make the 
statement of Bud’s tennis ability. 

The University of California cap- 
tain won in three sets from Jobln- 
son, who is considered the best chop- 
stroke artist in the game, and to 
quote from the Times, “praise was 
heard on all sides for the play of 
Chandler against Johnson. The Cali- 
fornian was strong in every depart- 
ment of the game and frequently put 
Johnson's efforts to naught with the 
sharply sliced volleys. His service 
was an enigma to Johnson, who 
hails from Philadelphia, and the 
Quaker City player seldom did more 
than get it back across the net, 
furnishing a setup. 

“Johnson has played better tennis 
than he showed against Chandler, 
and it must be said he has played 
in but two grass tournaments this 
year, though Chandler also has had 
little practice on grass. Those de- 
licately sliced shots with which the 
Philadelphian traps his opponent 
went into the alley constantly and 
the net at times was an insurmount- 
able barrier for him on the simplest 
shots. 

“It was figured that on the damp 
courts, heavy with the morning's 
rain, Johnson's chop strokes would 
be all the more effective, hut, ex- 
cept in the second set, when his 
shots were slipping across the net 
in disconcerting fashion for Chandler, 
the Philadelphian played nothing like 
the tennis he put up in defeating 
Frank Hunter in the national singies 
last year. 

“In the second set Chandler 
came over anxious and careless ond 
railed repeatedly on volley shots 
when he had the whole court before 
him. But in the final chapter he re- 
gained complete mastery of his rack- 
et and gave the smoothest sort of 
an exhibition.
